On the basis Arnold ou tlined, 
almost as many training and 
other semi-military aircraft will 
be req u ired in carry ing forward 
into the second and third y ears 
the initial increase of a “mini­ 
mu m” of 3,000 planes which Mr. 
Roosev elt recommended. 
Arnold, smiling, white-haired 
air corps chief, estimated y es­ 
terday the American Aircraft 
Indu stry cou ld more than triple 
its present ou tpu t to 12,000 planes 
in three y ears—a produ ction fig­ 
u re which, the administration 
has heard, Germany already has 
attained.

tu rn ed ov er 231 old age pen sion ­ 
ers an d the n u mber has been 
raised to on ly 363 at the presen t 
time. Others who are u n der the 
ju risdiction of the welfare office 
are the depen den t children , de­ 
pen den t children with relativ es, 
blin d, crippled children , cou rt 
wards an d y ou ths on probation . 
The speaker gav e sev eral cases 
which hav e been u n der the ad­ 
v isemen t of her departmen t. Mrs. 
Chamberlain asserted th a t be­ 
cau se Ru shv ille is a small town 
man y believ e it misses the ev ils 
of a large place bu t she had 
fou n d th at Ru shv ille has 
its 
share of immorality an d other 
ev ils. 
In rev iewing- sev eral of these 
cases, the speaker showed, how 
the department had aided these 
people.

19 (A5)—Sen ­ 
ator Norris (In d-Neb) recom­ 
men ded today that con gression al 
critics of Harry Hopkin s ex am­ 
in e Con gress itself to fin d ou t 
abou t politics in relief. 
In an y fu tu re in qu iry , Norris 
declared, the in v estigators shou ld 
ask 
WPA 
admin istrativ e 
of­ 
ficials for correspon den ce from 
members of Con gress who wan t­ 
ed jobs for their frien ds. 
He said he was ‘‘reliably in ­ 
formed” th at disclosu res alon g 
that lin e woifid show where the 
respon sibility 
for 
an y 
WPA 
political activ ity tru ly belon gs. 
The v eteran Nebraska In de­ 
pen den t commen ted on the re­ 
lief con trov ersy a short time be­ 
fore the Sen ate took u p Hopkin s’ 
n omin ation to be secretary of 
commerce. 
Democratic leaders 
predicted his con firmation after 
a fin al ou tpou rin g of criticism 
by an ti-adm in istration sen ators. 
Sen ator Holt (D-Va) an n ou n c­ 
ed he wou ld make a three hou r 
speech on Hopkin s’ record as 
WPA admin istrator. Sev eral Re­ 
pu blican s, 
in clu din g 
Sen ator 
Reed of Kan sas, also in ten ded to 
air their v iews. 
The n omin ation was approv ed 
y esterday by the Sen ate Com­ 
merce Committee, 13 to 6, with 
Chairman Bailey (D-NC) declin ­ 
in g to v ote becau se of ‘‘person ­ 
al differen ces” with Hopkin s. 


Bailey reserv ed the right to file 
a separate report on his v iews 
on the appoin tmen t. 
Bailey 
led 
the 
committee’s 
qu estion in g of Hopkin s throu gh­ 
ou t two day s th at he was on the 
witn ess stan d. Most of the qu es­ 
tion s were directed at fin din g 
ou t what, if an y , role Hopkin s 
had play ed in WPA’s part in the 
1938 election campaign s. 
He con ceded there had been 
some political activ ity , disclosed 
IOO to 200 admin istrativ e em­ 
ploy es had been dismissed, an d 
n amed ov er a half dozen speeches 
of his own which he con sidered 
to be of a political n atu re. If he 
had it to do ov er again , he said, 
he probably wou ld n ot make 
those speeches. 
In 
the 
hearin gs 
Hopkin s 
charged th at at least in some 
states politics were in jected in ­ 
to the WPA by state politician s 
who ‘‘pu t the pressu re on ” ad­ 
min istrators. 
" 
Norris agreed with this v iew 
bu t added: 
‘‘I thin k a lot of politics in the 
WPA—if there actu ally has been 
an y — has been cau sed by mem­ 
bers of Con gress themselv es,” he 
said. 
“From the federal admin istra­ 
tion right down throu gh the 
states to the cou n ties, members 
of con gress an d the politician s 
hav e been u rgin g the appoin t­ 
men t of their frien ds to jobs.”

Bees are pion eer air con dition ­ 
ers, raisin g or redu cin g the hiv e 
temperatu re by fan n in g their 
win gs. In su b-zero weather the 
hiv e may be IOO degrees warmer 
than ou tside. 
If forced to fly sev eral miles 
for hon ey -bearin g flowers, bees 
may wear ou t their win gs. 
To gather a pou n d of hon ey 
by itself a bee wou ld be requ ired 
to fly 50,000 miles or twice 
arou n d the earth u n der av erage 
hon ey -gatherin g con dition s.

Toky o {ZP) — Will Chin a fin ally 
win the war by absorbin g in her 
own blood-stream the in v adin g 
Japan ese? 
Political scien tists, poin tin g to 
the prev iou s in v asion s of Chin a 
by Siberian s, Mon gols, Man chu s 
an d Tartars, lon g hav e held the 
belief. Those in v aders con qu er­ 
ed Chin a, occu pied it—an d then 
disappeared, absorbed throu gh 
in termarriage, in the colossal 
Chin ese birthrate. 
Japan ese scien tists, howev er, 
dp n ot believ e th at this in v asion 
will en d like the others. Activ e 
measu res, n ot to prohibit in ter­ 
marriage bu t to en cou rage it, 
are bein g adv ocated in Toky o to­ 
day . 
Leadin g 
the 
mov emen t 
is 
Prin ce Kashiwa Oy ami, a soldier, 
scien tist, an d son of on e of the 
great 
heroes of 
the 
Ru sso- 
Japan ese war. 
His thesis is 
simple. 
“You can ’t bu ild the East Asia 
bloc throu gh politics an d ec­ 
on omics alon e, Japan Han chou - 
ku o an d Chin a mu st be merged, 
phy sically , 
throu gh 
in term ar­ 
riage.” 
Oy ami is campaign in g for the 
establishmen t of an in stitu te to 
map a defin ite program for th at 
in termarriage. He say s th at on ly 
higher ty pes amon g the three 
n ation s shou ld be permitted to 
in termarriage. 
“ Out of this would come a new 
Oriental race, combining the 
best qualities of all three coun­ 
tries,” Oy ami said, ‘Then the 
links between them will be of 
blood relationship, not merely of 
commercial or political interest.” 
This is the “ melting pot” the­ 


ory , rein carn ated in the Orien t. 
It was first applied to the Un ited 
States when an thropologists be­ 
gan con siderin g the effect of the 
con flu en ce, in on e n ation , of so 
man y blood streams. 
Japan ese do n ot fear complete 
amalgamation in Chin a. 
They argu e that, in the case of 
Chin a’s prev iou s imasion s, the 
in v aders’ n ativ e cou n tries were 
far distan t an d the occu pation 
was by isolated armies a lon g 
way from home. 
In the case of the Japan ese, 
the in v asion of Chin a is n ot 
merely by an army . In time, it 
will be by a people with Japan 
on ly a short distan ce away , 
Toky o officials believ e the Jap- 
on es can be depen ded u pon to 
main tain their iden tity in Chin a. 
So in termarriage will be en ­ 
cou raged, n ot frown ed u pon .

The particu lar co ntro v ersy at stake has to do 
with co nstru ctio n by the Federal Go v ernment o f 
a Vermo nt dam, the appro v ed plan ru nning 
co u nter to certain ideas entertained by high 
State o fficials and the peo ple o f Vermo nt them ­ 
selv es. 
When Go v erno r Aiken threatened to hav e the 
dispu te thro wn into co u rt, Stephen T. Early , o f 
the White Ho use secretariat, interpreted the 
President’s po sitio n as fo llo ws: 
“If Vermo nt 
do esn’t want the pro tectio n, it do esn’t hav e to 
hav e it. Other States want and can use the 
mo ney .” 
/ 
In o ther wo rds, either accept the Federal plans 
o r be depriv ed o f public wo rks fu nds. 
It wo uld be hard to find a mo re clean-cu t ex ­ 
ample o f dictato rial Federalism. Su rely it is 
so mething new in American po litical eco no my fo r 
o fficial Washingto n to declare witho u t qu alifica­ 
tio n th at States may be pu nished fo r simply ask­ 
ing that they be co nsu lted o n pro jects o f v ital 
co ncern to their reso u rces, their indu stries and 
their po pu latio ns. 
W hat Mr. Early and the New Dealers who talk 
in similar v ein seem to o v erlo o k is that Federal 
fu nds co me fro m the tax pay ers, and that, ev en in 
ro cky Vermo nt, there are citizens who annu ally 
pay sizeable amo u nts o f mo ney into the natio nal 
treasu ry . 
Co ngress is clearly called u po n to amend ex ist­ 
ing laws so that flo o d co ntro l and o ther pro jects 
shall be carried o u t o nly thro u gh the co -o pera­ 
tio n o f the States ana tne Federal Go v ernment. 
America certainly do es no t desire a sy stem o f 
to talitarian do minatio n whereby the traditio nal 
rights o f the States can be ru thlessly bru shed 
aside by the ex ercise o f arbitrary co ntro l fro m 
Washingto n.

In oth er words, military ex ­ 
perts agree th at th e battlesh ip 
is still monarch of th e seas. Bu t 
th ey point ou t th at a su perior air 
fleet cou ld tu rn th e tide in a bat­ 
tle of oth erwise qu ite ev enly 
match ed nav al forces, a fact ra> 
ognized by th e Nav y for y ears 
with th e resu lt th at its air force 
long h as been rated th e world’s 
finest. 
Adv ocates of a gigantic air 
force for th e Army say it is need­ 
led becau se of Eu ropean powers 
increased plane strength and th e 
definite inclu sion of Sou th Amer­ 
ica’s v ast coastline in ou r defense 
zone. 
Germany , th e No. I air power, 
is credited with at least 10,000 
modern planes with Italy second 
at 6 ,000. Army officers say th e 
cu rrent U. S. air program of 3,320 
planes for th e Army and 3,000 for 
th e Nav y migh t be adequ ate for 
defense needs today bu t at th e 
rate Germany is tu rning 
ou t 
planes—an av erage of 500 a 
month du ring 19 38—it may be 
v ery * inadequ ate with in a y ear or 
two. 
Th ese officers insist th at th e 
best insu rance against war is 
both an air force and a Nav y sec­ 
ond to none. It migh t be too late, 
th ey say , to produ ce su ch an air 
fleet after an emergency dev el­ 
oped.

Th e oceans remain, h owev er, a 
powerfu l natu ral defense. 
On a smaller sea—like th e 
Mediterranean — l a n d-b a s e d 
bombing planes may ch allenge 
th e war migh t of th e battlesh ip, 
bu t ov er th e v ast ex panses of th e 
Atlantic or Pacific airplanes are 
not capable of effectiv e ooeration 
independent of war v essels. 
Planes need conv enient bases, 
floating or fix ed, for repairs, re­ 
fu eling and reloading with am­ 
mu nition. And

th e 
dreadnou gh ts and th eir sister 
su rface sh ips to maintain and 
protect th ose bases. 
A large inv ading 
air fleet 
alone, ev en assu ming it cou ld h op 
a wide ocean span, cou ld not 
h ope to h old island or coast bas­ 
es against ou r nav al, air and 
land forces. 
On th e oth er h and, a powerfu l 
American air armada by itself 
cou ld not keep a strong inv ading 
nav al, land and air ex pedition 
from establish ing bases for raids 
on American sh ipping and for 
bombing ex cu rsions against v ital 
indu strial centers. 
Ou r No. I objectiv e in a war 
with an ov erseas power wou ld be 
control of v ital sh ipping lanes to 
insu re th e su pply of necessary 
raw materials. 
Ta do th is requ ires primarily 
an all-arou nd su perior battle 
fleet. Aircraft alone, h ampered 
by v ariou s factors cou ldn’t do it. 
Th ere is still a qu estion abou t 
th e ability of an airplane bomb 
to sink a modern battlesh ip. 
Rear Admiral A. B. Cook, th e 
Nav y ’s h igh ranking air officer, 
say s “It mu st be conceded th at 
an armored sh ip can be de­ 
stroy ed if stru ck a su fficient 
nu mber of times in th e righ t 
places by large enou gh bombs.” 
Bu t Admiral Cook points ou t 
th at “destru ction of warsh ips is 
not so simple as th at.”
